Proceedings Taken by City 
of New York to Review As- 
sessment on Olive Property 


Lengthy Litigation 


Marks Closing Chapter in One 


of Hardest Fought Litiga- 
tions in County in Years 


There was- filed in the County 


Clerk's office Thursday orders dis- 
continuing the proceedings taken 
by the city ot New York to re- 
view the assessment on its reser- 
voir and other - property within 
the Town ot Olive covering the, j 
years 1931 to 1937 Inclusive. 


This marks the closing chapter 


in one of the hardest fought liti- 
gations that has taken place -with- 
in the county for many years past. 


For some period of time fol- 


lowing the completion of the res- 
en oir of the city of New York its 
property within the town of Ol- 
ive was carried at an assessment 
of approximately $450,000. Later 
this was increased to $950,000.00 
and in the year 1929 a board of 
assessors, 'Martin 
Every, 
chair- 


man, after careful inquiry, in- 
creased the valuation to $5.000,- 
000.00. 
This started the litiga- 


tion. 


First Proceeding 


The first proceeding cohered the 


assessment of 1929, then closely 
followed the assessment of 1930. 
Alvin H. Mambert, of Troy, was 
appointed referee in the 1929 
proceeding by Judge Pierce H. 
Russell, and John T. Norton, of 
Troy, was appointed referee in the 
1930 proceeding by Judge Daniel 
V. McNamee. Up to this time the 
town had been represented 
by 


Robert G. Groves, then county at- 
torney, and the late John W. Eck- 
ert. 
Following the death of Mr. 


Eckert, Harry H. Flemming was 
substituted as one of the attor- 
neys for the town. 


In preparation for the trial the 


town employed James 0. Winston 
and his force of engineers 
who 


had been engaged in the construc- 
tion work from the time that the 
work was first started until Us 
completion. The city of New York 
bad Moses- J. Look, "who w"as su- 
perintendent- under 
James 
O. 


Winston during the construction 
work, and a force of engineers. 
Each side had prepared an esti- 
mate of the cost of reproducing 
the property, 
less 
depreciation, 


and real estate agents were used 
upon the question of equalization 
as between the property under re- 
view and property of residents of 
the town. 
The hearings carried 


through many months, and a very 
large record was made. The hear- 
ings covering the 1930 assess- 
ment ran along over the same per- 
iod, the referees in each case fix- 
ing dates that did not conflict. 


Following the closing of the 


testimony and the submission of 
briefs, the first report was made 
by Referee Mambert, in which he 
sustained substantially ajl of the 
contentions made by the town, 
and found the valuation of the 
property less 
depreciation over 


$16,000,000 and equalized that on 
a 40 per cent basis, which sus- 
tained the assessment with over 
one million leeway. 
The decision 


of Referee Mambert was con- 
firmed by Judge Russell, at spec- 
ial term, Troy, and the city ap- 
pealed from this order to the Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme 
Court, Third Judicial Department. 
This court sustained the order ap- 
pealed from, wrote an opinion in 
which the issues involved were de- 
cided against the city of New 
York, and from the decision of the 
Appellate Division the city sought j 
leave to appeal to the Court of 
Appeals, which was denied. 


Before the determination of the 


Appellate 
Division 
was 
made 


Referee Norton had handed down 
his report, in which he sustained 
the contentions of the city in part, 
and found that the 
assessment 


should be reduced to the sum of 
$1,500,000 . His report was con- 
firmed in part by Mr. Justice Gil- 
bert V. Schenck sitting in Special 
Term at Albany, and from the 
decision thus made the town ap- 
pealed to the Appellate Division. 


After the record had been filed] 


and the brief of the appellant sub-1 
mitted the present representatives 
of the corporation counsel's office, 
of the city of New York agreed, 
*ith counsel for the town that an i 
order might be entered reversing, 
the determination of the Special 
Term founded upon the report of 
Referee Norton, and this was done 
npon the basis of the decision in' 
the 1929 case, with costs and dis-1 
oursements to the appellant, the! 
Town of Olive.

Back to Days of Ch'ritl 


Fish became associated with Fri 


day in a roundabout way. Fridaj 
corresponds to the day ol .the 
week on which Jesus was cruciflec 
and. many early Christians pbservec 
it as a weekly fast day, that is, i 
day on which they abstained froir 
oating flesh meats, «ays a writer ir 
the Indianapolis News. Pope Nicho- 
las (858-86?) declared that abstin 
cnce on Friday was obligatory oc 
all communicants of the Romai 
church. Fish is the principal non- 
flesh meat and accordingly it be- 
came the favorite food for those 
days when flesh meats were forbid-1 
den, Later others followed the pr»c-1 
tice of serving fish almost exclu- j 
sively on Friday. This is partly out j 
ol respect for religious custom; but i 
fish dealers report 
that many 


housewives buy fish to be served on 
Friday because they feel that they 
can obtain fish of better quality 
at that time of the week because of 
the prevailing custom. 


The fish was one of the earliest 


symbols of the Savior of Christian- 
ity in general. There were several 
reasons for this. Fish and fishing 
played an important part in th« 
daily lives of Jesus and hii dis* 
ciples. Peter and several of the 
other disciples were fishermen by 
trade, and Jesus told them that if 
they would follow him he would 
make them "fishers of men." 
The 


miraculous multiplication of the 
loaves and fishes, as well as the 
repast after the resurrection on the 
shores of Galilee, when some of the 
disciples ate fish caujht by follow- 
ing the instructions of tht Lord will 
be recalled. 


The fish as an emblem of Chris- 


tianity was further popularized by, 
the coincidence that the Greek word ' 
for fish, which we render "ichthys;" 
is spelled in Greek with flv« letter*, 
corresponding 
to 
I-CH-TH-TJ-S, 


which form whit it known at »n 
acrostic; that is, the component let* 
tcrs of the word for flsh are tht 
initial letters of lesoui CKriitos, 
THcou Uios, Soter, meaning Jesus 
Jhmt, Son of God, Savior. .

Eiffel Tower Outdrawt 


Louvre as Attraction 


PARIS. — The Louvre museum, 


home of De Vinci's "Mona Lisa" 
and other masterpieces, is France's 
best money-making museum; but 
the Eiffel tower is the country's 
most popular drawing card, accord- 
ing to figures released by the state 
department of fine arts. 


More than $45,000 was paid to the 


Louvre in 1937 entry fees by 537,895 
sightseers and art lovers, while the 
Eiffel tower attracted 810,185 per- 
sons 
and made proportionately 


greater profits. Aided by the 1937 
exposition in Pans, French muse- 
ums and monuments brought in a to- 
tal revenue of almost 1350,000, an in- 
crease of 100 per cent over J93«. 


Versailles, with its historic cha- 


teau and flashing fountains, was an- 
other money-maker for France, hav- 
ing a 1937 Income of 175,000, triple 
that of the preceding year. The Arc- 
de-Triomphe also boosted Hi popu- 
larity by 300 per cent Chief among 
the money-making state-owned mon- 
uments outside Paris was the Gothic 
marvel of Mont Saint-Michel on the 
borderline between Normandy and 
Brittany. Its paying visitors num- 
bered 834,451 last year.

Stop the appalling loss of life on highways 


Stop the loss of life from accidental causes 
in the home and in industry. That is the pro- 
gram of the Western Safety Conference, to 
be held in Los Angeles, September 12-16 
Represented at the conference will be the 
eleven western states, and British Columbia 
Alaska, Hawaii and Lower California. 


Uniform legislation will be projected for 


the entire territory represented. Safety ex- 
perts connected with every branch of the in- 
dustry, along with automobile associations, 
state traffic bodies, schools, service clubs and 
similar private and public groups will take 
part. The purpose of the conference is to 
bring closer the day when e'vry person in 
the western states and contiguous territory 
will be governed by uniform safety regula- 
tions. 


Other sections of the country would do 


well to hold similar regional conferences. One 
of the greatest barriers to the advancement 
of safety, especially in the highway field, is 
the diversity of laws, regulations and appli- 
ances, such as stop signs and warning sig- 
nals. What is legal in one state may be illegal 
in the next. One town may use sidewalk 
traffic controls and another town ten miles 
away overhead controls, or one town may 
have several styles of controls. The motorist 
doesn't know what to expect. 


Equally important, such conferences as 


these make it possible for experts in many 
branches of safety work, and from far-scat- 
tered places, to come together for a meeting 
of minds, present opinions, and thrash out 
problems. This is an important phase of the 
organized safety work we need so greatly 
today. 


A CITY OF MUMMIES 


' This is the time of year when interesting 
archeological discoveries begin to be reported 
in numbers. The summer expeditions have 
gone out from colleges and universities to 
augment the work of the foundations which 
work the year around. One of the recent 
stone's most stimulating to the imagination 
is that of Sclim Bey Hassan, who has found 
at Sakkara, Egypt, a whole city of mummies. 
This city of the dead lies beneath the cause- 
way which connected a valley temple with 
the funeral chapel of King Unas of the fifth 
dynasty. Approximately 20,000 of Egypt's 
ancient dead lie in this long-buried cemetery. 


One of the bits of human knowledge now 


added is the answer to the question of where 
the Egyptians cut and dressed the granite for 
their statues and temples. The inscriptions in 
this necropolis show that there was a tech- 
nical school beside the quarries of Asswan 
where all the dressing was done, and where 
students learned how to cut the stone that 
was shipped northward by the Nile. 


So much unpleasantness has been stirred 


up at times by discoveries made by strangers 
in these old lands that it is pleasant to note 
that this great finding was made by an 
Egyptian. 


And sometimes when we view the general 


dullness, apathy and lack of git-up-and-git 
with which most Americans face their pres- 
ent problems, we wonder whether some Selim 
Bey Hassan, exploring a western world, 
might not find more than one city of mum- 
mies 
walking

If you work hard physically, you will need more 


food than If you Bit or stand about an office or in 
the home, nevertheless when you are just sitting, 
or even lying down, you need food because the 
body processes go on day and night—the full 24 
noun. 


Tho huge muscles that cover the entire body 


use up more energy and therefore more food Is 
required than Is used or needed by the other tls- 
sues ot the body. 


In a special article in the Canadian Medical As- 


sociation Journal on Diet and Nutrition, Dr. I- M- 
Eablnovltch, Montreal, says: 


"The expenditure of energy by the oody de- 


pends to a very largo extent upon active proto- 
plasmic mass (the active or living part of the body 
cells), and the greater part of this mass Is In the 
muscle*. When engaged in any occupation, there- 
fore, the primary or main factor which governs 
the need of food is tho desrce of muscular activ- 
ity (work or eJterclse). Women need less food than 
men usually because they are, as a rule, smaller 
and less muscular. Their man value, from the pny- 
sical standpoint and food needs, is about iour- 
flfths."

Although food Intake is now counted in amounts 


of heat units or calories, the total food intake is not 
the only factor to be considered; that is vitamins 
and minerals, and tho particular amounts of the 
regular foodstuffs—protein, starch and fat.

Rabinovitch points out that as starch foods are the 
foods that supply energy, fatigue or tiredness may

TT7ASHINGTON — The mechanism by which Germany Sas 
VV been able to float her South and Central American trade 
to rising levels was spotlighted in her recent interchange with 
Brazil which resulted in a temporary suspension of their 
trading. 


In order to build up her foreign 


trade as a means of bringing home 
much needed raw products as well 
as cash, Germany hit on a system 
of barter out of which developed 
a trade currency amounting to an 
indirect subsidy of her export*. 
The currency with which this 
trade is carried on is commonly 
called the "compensation mark" or 
"askimark." 


Its value in the South and Cen- 
tral American trade varies in the 
different countries, varies from 
day to day and even from purchase 
to purchase, but averages around 
20 per cent below the reichsmark. 
Since this devalued currency is ac- 
cepted by Germany at face value 
for purchase of German goods, it 
permits South Americans to buy 
German goods at about 20 per cent 
below the quoted price. 


Because U. S. currency ilso has 


been devalued, U. S. merchants 
could not legitimately kick at this 
German "devaluation" if it were 
on a firm basis. But askimarks 
wobble in value up and down un- 
til Yankee trader* are at their 
wits' end to compete for trade

When 'Germany pays for South 


American goods in askimarks. 
South American countries in re- 
turn can buy German goods with 
them. But sufficiently unusual 
trade terms have been imposed by 
Germany that several American 


countries have expressed distaste 
for the exchange, advantageous 
though it is for them to have an 
outlet for their raw products. 


To a degree it straitjackets their 


trade so that when they sell to 
Germany they must also buy an 
equal amount, a condition leavinu 
them subject to German tradin* 
whims. That is made especially 
acute because Germany ordinari- 
ly buys faster than she delivers, 
leaving the South Americans with 
an exceu of askimarks. Brazilian 
banks holding a surplus of aski- 
marks often have to sell them at a 
loss.

U. S. In Ascendantr 


TTO WORM out of some of then 
-*- disadvantages, Brazil was 
steadily shrinking its holdings of 
askimarks when Germany abrupt- 
ly suspended purchases. 


During this time the U. S. also 


has been active. In 193! a recipro- 
cal trade treaty was concluded 
with Brazil. Further, U. S. prices 
fell late in 1937, giving Yankee 
dealers a new talking point. As a 
result sale* increased so that in 
1937 the U. S. supplied about 34 
per cent of the South American 
imports compared with 31 in 1936. 
Germany, meantime, had only a 
13 per cent share of the South 
American market in 1937 com- 
pared with 15 the year previous. 


Further, a Brazilian trade com- 


mission visited Washinjrton in 1937 
and went back impressed with 
two things: First that, after all. 
the U. S. always has been her best 
and surest customer, in peace time 
and war; and second, that conces- 
sions granted to the U. S. in the 
trade treaty were being under- 
mined by the sulKidy regime of 
Germany.

pays well to take 
more than a 


casual peck into the seed bag be- 
cause no one factor has more in- 
fluence upon crop production than 
the seed stock 
used," 
declares 


Prof. M. T. Munn, state seed an- 
alyst in charge of the seed testing 
laboratoiy at the Experiment Sta- 
tion bere in summarizing observa- 
tions on nearly 13,000 samples of 
farm seeds, flower and vegetable 
seeds, and lawn grass mixtures. 


C»n See Tests August 17 


On "Experiment Station Day," 


August 17, visitors to the station 
will have an opportunity to ex- 
amine fleld tests of hundreds of 
packets of vegetable and flower 
seeds that Prof. Munn and bis as- 
sociates will be testing in the con- 
trol fields for trueness to type and 
vigor of seed. Empty and sparse- 
ly filled rows alongside vigorous 
growing rows of properly named 
varieties true to type -svill tell the 
story of good seeds more forceful- 
ly than words, says Prof. Munn.

and flower seed packets, and lawu 
grass mixtures appears in the cur- 
rent issue of "F.um Research," 
the station's quarterly magazine, 
now available upon request.

Sow Endive Now 
For a Winter Salad 


By The Master Gardener 


Endive, 
sometimes 
called 


"winter lettuce," is one of the fin- 
est of the salad greens which are 
best adapted to fall culture, as 
fiost improves the flavor, and fall 
sowings can be harvested until 
freezing weather. 
And remaining 


plants 
may then be lifted and 


stored 
like 
celery 
for several 


neeks. 
When preparing the seed bed, 


apply 1 Ib. of complete plant food 
per 25 square feet of space. Work 
this lightly into the soil. 


Either 
the ' curly-leaved 
or 


straight type may be used for fall 
sowing. 
Green Curled is one of 


the best of the curly types, and 
Broad Leaved Batavian is one of 
the best of the straight types. 


For a fall and -winter crop, sow 


in July, in rows 15 inches apart 
and 
thin the planU to a foot 


apart in the row. It usually re- 
quires about 70 days to mature. 


It must be well bleached or it 


will have a bitter flavor. Bleach- 
ing is best effected with » small 
crop by tying the individual heads. 
When plants 
are 
fully grown, 


which will be when 
they have 


reached a diameter of about 15 
inches, 
gather 
up 
the outside 


leaves and tie at the top with 
strips of muslin, to bleach the in- 
ner 
leaves of the plant. 
It re- 


quires from 1 to 3 weeks to bleach 
properly. If the leaves are tied 
during warm, wet weather, exam- 
ine frequently, as the crowns may 
decay; or, if done too far ahead 
of maturity of the plants, rotting 
may result.

Noah Webster was not the first 


to recognize the existence of an 
American language. But, while oth- 
ers lamented its spread as a cor- 
ruption of the pure English, he en- 
couraged its growth as a means of 
winning cultural independence from 
England. And, that his detractors 
may be given their due, his scheme 
'enabled him to sell a few millions 
more of his books, declares Stanley 
Disney in the Washington Post. 


Probably his most important book 


was 
the "blue-backed 
speller," 


which, before its final obsolescence, 
ran to nearly a hundred million 
copies. 
It followed the pioneers 


westward, every frontier printer 
turning out an edition. The South, 
during the Civil war, had its own 
*pecial printings, exourgsted of 
Yankeeisms. 


Before this war, Jefferson Davis 


said of the book, "We have a unity 
of language no other people pos- 
sesses, and we owe *his unity, above 
all else, to Noah Webster's Yankee 
Spelling Book." 


Much of this success was due to 


Webster's shrewd salesmanship. He 
wrote letters praising his work, and 
not always in his own name. He 
solicited and printed testimonials, 
approaching, though without suc- 
ce»s, both Washington and Franklin 
(or thit purpose. He incited and 
carried on controversies so that his 
book would be discussed. And, in 
hit contracts, he insisted that his 
speller always b« bound in a "blue- 
back," thut inspiring its easy idcn-

There is a difference between 


tubers, bulbs and corms, all of which 
for lack of more exact knowledge, 
notes a writer in the New York 
Herald-Tribune. A tuber is a fleshy 
underground stem and the common 
potato Is a typical example.

clearly shows bark, wood and pith 
and it also has a terminal end usu 
ally referred to as seed end, where

The common onion Is a bulb with 
a cone-shaped center stem sur 
rounded by a mass of fleshy over

Bulbs always show this scali 


structure. Corms diflcr from bulbs 
in having no scales. They are in 
this respect more like tubers an 
like these are alio undergroun 
itemi transformed into storage or 
cans to carry the plants from on 
season to the next. Cormi, general 
ly speaking, are flat, like those o 
the gladiolus. They bear the leave 
on the top and develop a macs of 
roots on the bottom.

Belle Isle has never been leasec 


from Canada. It has never been 
considered part ol Canada and the 
only time Canada may be said to 
have had a claim was attcr the War 
of th« Revolution and before the 
boundary line between the two 
countries had been definitely settled 
by treaty, asserts a writer in the 
Detroit News. It was conveyed to 
Lieut George McDougall in 1755 
by the Indians for a few barrels 01 
rum, some tobacco, vermilion and 
wampum. From McDougall the 
title passed to William Macomb. 
then to Barnabas Campau and to 
his children, who *old it to the 
city of Detroit in 1879 for $200,000. 
Belle Isle was originally Mah-nah- 
be-zee or Swan island; the French 
settlers renamed it Isle St Clair. 
When hogs were brought to the is- 
land to destroy the snakes there, it 
became known as lie aux Cochons 
or Hog island; this name was in- 
formally changed to Belle Isle on 
July 4, 1845, by resorters who had 
made it a popular picnic ground, 
honoring Isabelle Cass, daughter of 
Governor Lewis Cass.
